It is not easy to believe, as I look out my 
study window this morning and see the 
ground covered again with snow and more 
falling, that spring is only a few short 
weeks away.

Thus, 
Lent can be not just some dates on the 
church calendar, but a milestone in our 
growth toward God.

On Saturday, Jan. 29, 1977, Mr. Ray 
Luther held a workshop for organ pupils 
and church organists at Belvidere United 
Church of Christ, Belvidere, Tenn. Mr. 
Luther has an extensive background in 
organ and church music. He was 
Choirmaster and Organist at Christ 
Episcopal Church, Raleigh, N.C. for 14 
years and presently is Church Music 
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Consultant for the Claude P. Street Piano 
Co. and organist at Dalewood United 
Methodist Church, Nashville, TN. 

The newly-installed Allen (Digital 
Computer) Organ was dedicated to the 
glory of God as a form of worship at 
Belvidere Church Sunday, January 30, 
with Mr. Luther as guest organist. 

In the dedication service, the pastor, 
Collie Seymour, stated the objective and 
the people then made the dedication. 


“ROOTS” AND 17/76 


The 12-hour telecast of ‘Roots’ has 
provoked much discussion. We will be 
probing its significance for a long, long 
time. The book is destined to be a classic. 

Among other things, it has lifted into our 
consciousness many facts about our 
national heritage and little known 
conditions which prevailed. 

For instance, in pre-Civil War days, 
many states forbade the teaching of 
reading and writing to black people. In 
“Roots” Kizzy is chastised for being able 
to read, a skill she acquired from the white 
daughter in the ‘“‘big house.” 

But shortly after the war had ended, the 
American Missionary Association was 
able to establish some 500 schools for the 
newly-freed blacks. One of these schools, 
known as Dorchester Academy, was 
founded in Dorchester, Georgia, near an 
old church building that was a part of one 
of the predecessor denominations in the 
United Church of Christ. The Academy 
thrived for 75 years, serving blacks of the 
community. Then, in 1940, Liberty County, 
where Dorchester is located, built a 
consolidated public school for black youth, 
and so the Academy was closed as a 
school, but its buildings continue to be used 
today. 

This is the same American Missionary 
Association which is now a part of the 
United Church Board of Homeland 
Ministries. Among the 500 schools it 
started in the South were the six colleges 
we have been supporting in our 17/76 
Achievement Fund Campaign: Dillard 
University, New Orleans; Fisk University, 
Nashville; Huston-Tillotson, Austin, 
Texas; LeMoyne-Owen College, Memphis, 
Tenn.; Talladega College, Alabama; 
Tougaloo College, Tougaloo, Mississippi. 

Churches in Southeast Conference 
pledged $75,709 toward the national effort 
of our denomination. To date, we have 
turned in $47,987 of that amount. Most 
pledges are being paid faithfully. We are 
confident of reaching our goal. 

If there are those in our fellowship who 
wish to be part of this important effort, it is 
still possible to make a gift or a pledge. It 
is one way of trying to continue the work 
begun by the AMA in those difficult days 
of Reconstruction following the Civil War 
and to promote ‘equality through 
education.”

Dr. Sheldon Mackey, Executive Director 
of the Stewardship Council in Philadel- 
phia, wrote the Southeast Conference 
Churches: “I want to take this opportunity 
to express my gratitude and that of the 
whole of the United Church of Christ for 
the support which the churches of the 
Southeast Conference have given to Our 
Christian World Mission through Basic 
Support in 1976. I find the record for 1976 to 
be one in which all of us can rejoice. Most 
of our Conferences increased their giving 
both for work within the Conference and 
beyond.

SOME FACTS ABOUT 
WORLD HUNGER 


1. The great ptains of North America 
provide 60 per cent of the total wheat of the 
world’s trade markets. 

2. Sixty per cent of the world’s 4 billion 
people are estimated to be malnourished, 
physically underdeveloped and _ poorly 
educated. 

3. Twenty per cent of the world’s 
people are believed to be starving at this 
moment. 

4. Two years ago, the people in 
underdeveloped nations were paying 80 
per cent of their incomes for food. The 
price of food has tripled in the last year. 

5. The poorer 2-3rd’s of the world’s 
population eats only 1-4th of the world’s 
protein — mostly in cereals. 

6. If you choose not to eat a hamburger to 
conserve some of the U. S. consumption of 
beef, but do not divert the money you 
would have spent to world hunger, you 
have not helped the world hunger crisis. 

7. Cutting back on luxuries and diverting 
the money for world hunger will do as 
much as not eating beef and other protein 
products. 

8. The people in the U. S. use annually 3 
million tons of fertilizer on their lawns, 
golf courses and cemeteries — enough to 
produce food to keep several million 
people alive. 

9. For every dollar of fertilizer that 
Bangladesh cannot buy this year, it will 
have to spend $5 to import food next year. 

10. Harvard nutritionist Jean Mayer has 
estimated that the same amount of food 
that is feeding 210 million Americans could 
adequately feed 1.5 billion Chinese on an 
average Chinese diet.

Tennessee Is No. 1 


In December, 1976, Scott County became 
No. 1 in unemployment in Tennessee. 
Always in the top five, Scott County, where 
Robbins and GlenMary UCC Churches are 
located, now has the highest rate in the 
state at 16.5%. Hopefully, the opening of a 
new garment factory and doubling 
production of a rubber hose plant will 
reduce that figure in 1977. Meanwhile, the 
complex problems of unemployment and 
needs of idle workers are a sad reality to 
many Scott Countians ... Twenty-two days 
of school have been missed since Dec. 20 
because of the “Big Freeze”’ ... Christmas 


. Stores, operated by Morgan Scott Project, 


one in Morgan County and one in Scott, 
served 325 children in 75 families who were 
unable to share Christmas gifting ... With 
14,000 people in Morgan County and one 
dentist to serve them, many do without 
dental care. To meet the demand in 1980, 
5.8 dentists are needed in Morgan County.

RIGHTS 
AMENDMENT 


Many religious organizations have gone 
on record in support of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. Within the context of their 
diverse beliefs all affirm that the dignity of 
personhood has been bestowed equally on 
all individuals, both female and male, by 
our Creator. 

The Tenth General Synod of the United 
Church of Christ affirmed its own support 
of ERA and urged all “local churches, 
Conferences, and Associations of those 
states which have yet to vote favorably on 
the Amendment to actively work for 
ratification ....”” 

WHAT DOES ERA SAY? 
Section 1: Equality of rights under the law 
shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any State on account of 
sex. 
Section 2: The Congress shall have the 
power to enforce by appropriate 
legislation, the provisions of this article. 
Section 3: This amendment shall take 
effect two years after date of ratification.
